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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: "P2" and "S1" in paragraph [0008], Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted 
after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection 
to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

3. The prior art does not disclose or suggest "said control means executes 
feedback control on the rotational speed of the image printing member on the 
basis of the first vertical magnification adjustment value when a first mode of 
printing a toner image on the image printing member and correcting an image 
printing system is selected, and executes feedback control on the rotational 
speed of the image printing member on the basis of the first vertical magnification 
adjustment value and the second vertical magnification adjustment value when a 
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second mode of printing an image on a paper sheet by operating the image 
printing system is selected" in combination with the remaining claim elements as 
set forth in Claim 1 . 

4. The prior art does not disclose or suggest "feedback control on the 
rotational speed of the image printing member is executed on the basis of the 
first vertical magnification adjustment value when a toner image is printed on the 
image printing member to correct the image printing system, and feedback 
control on the rotational speed of the image printing member is executed on the 
basis of the first vertical magnification adjustment value and the second vertical 
magnification adjustment value when a toner image is printed on a paper sheet 
by operating the image printing system" in combination with the remaining claim 
elements as set forth in Claim 7. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

6. Maehara (JP 62-164037 A) discloses an adjusting mode for correcting a 
photosensitive body shifting speed to match the copy magnification. 

7. Conrow et al. (US 2003/01 33000 A1 ) discloses printing a test page to 
measure and adjust errors in the magnification of an image. 

8. Yamamoto et al. (US 6,973,272 B2) discloses forming a test pattern to 
obtain vertical and horizontal scaling adjustment values before an image printing 
is executed. 
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9. Fujimoto et al. (US 6,243,542 B1) discloses forming and detecting a patch 
on an intermediate transfer member before an image is printed, in a normal print 
mode.
